It would mean 
that several years from now 
newcomers to Sierra Madre 
would have a .school—and all 
paid for. Under a bond issue, 
there will be a school, but they 
wpuld also pilch in and share 
the cost. And lhal is as it should 
be.

Wc 
Would much rather have tho 
reputation of a town without 
iires than one whore fire fight¬ 
ers gain a reputation for bravery 
and all that otlier heroic wor¬ 
shipful stuff. The auto fires are 
it warning to all of us that a 
reliable fire extinguisher in Ihe 
car will pay for itself over and 
over. Just like our fire equip¬ 
ment—if WC have no fires, Ihe 
equipment is still valuable, and 
yet of much more value when 
needed. One of tho recent fires 
was causd by the careless hand¬ 
ling of gasoline. What came 
near being a tragedy was a for¬ 
tunate thing for the victim. 
From all appearances, gasoline 
vzas carelessly poured into a 
ga.soHne stove from an open 
can, the can or pot allowed to 
be near when a match was 
struck. The spilled gasoline was 
just so much dynamite and 
when the victim escaped with 
only singed hair and light burns 
about the face, we can be thank¬ 
ful. GASOLINE IS DANGEROUS 
—PLEASE BE CAREFUL! How¬ 
ever, DO NOT HESITATE to call 
the fire department on the 
slightest hint of fire. All must 
ret lize that to travel with a fire 
trick the short distance of one 
mile takes time In an emer¬ 
gency. The earlier we can get 
there, the better chance we have 
of conquering the fire with the 
lef st damage to things concern¬ 
ed. Undue criticism was passed

We may have 
more rain, but even at that, 
tiiere is still reason to be very 
careful, especially near the brush 
of the hills. Despite the fine co¬ 
operation of folks who realize 
the danger of accumulations of 
dangerous materials and who 
keep their places clear of such,

District MUST pay 1o Pasadena 
S1.32 per pupil for the year. This 
amount is raised under the ele¬ 
mentary tax rate liere and by 
State Average Daily Attendance 
(A.D.A.) money paid to the ele- 
monlary district. 

"6. This $132 per pupil repre¬ 
sents the cost of educating these 
students in the Sierra Madre 
school. If all 123 students now in 
school here were sent to Pasa¬ 
dena next year, this district 
would pay directly to Pasadena 
more than $16,000 as tuition. 
Pasadena elementary school dis¬ 
trict must pay to the Pasadena 
High School ‘tuition' on the same 
per pupil basis. 

“7. Tilt- .Slate Education Code 
specifically points out that under 
the junior high school system 
ihe higli .school district must be 
reimbur.sod tor each seventh and 
oightii grade student it takes in.

READY FOR FLOWER 




Spring has busted out all over 
Southern California—a short and 
sweet springtime that trans¬ 
forms our desert country into a 
miracle and greens our rolling 
hills with grasses and young 
alders, the bright leaves of cot¬ 
tonwoods and .sycamores. 

Since columnists are as prone 
as the next fellow to wax poet¬ 
ical over Spring—it would seem 
advisable that the reader just 
ignore this and get out into the 
countryside for himself and sec 
what there is to see. 

For instance: 

If your luck holds, the desert 
will still be blo.ssoming in a 
frantic burst of color fathered by 
lato rains and mothered by a 
warming sun. In the Colorado 
Oesert wliieh liolds I’alm Springs 
and Indio there are vivid mats 
of pale lavender verbena, fields 
of lemon yellow daisies and 
hundreds of tiny ground cover 
blooms. 

In the Mojave Desert there is 
perhaps a more spectacular dis¬ 
play which, once was described 
in “Natural History” by Donald 
Culro.ss Peattie: 

"The sea of bloom was only 
ankle deep: many species were 
not an inch tall but with flow¬ 
ers two inches acro.ss. In this 
fashion the beautiful little des- 
(•rl stars, like Knglish daisies, 
and de.sert-gold, liny-tim, hum¬ 
ble gilia with its petals the col¬ 
or of moonliglil on frost, made 
a dense undercarpet that it was 
piteous to tread upon. 

“Above this danced ii second 
tier of flowers, goldenglow and 
white tidy-tips and de.sert dan¬ 
delions with heads of canary 
yellow. And pervading the whole 
oe.sert with fragrance, rose the 
j/ink sand verbena of the four- 
o-clock family. 

“There was a lupine th;it ran 
everywhere, of a deep royal pur¬ 
ple. There was the scahiosa 
sages, .salvias really, hatt the 
Spanisli settlers called chia. 
ThrTe were desert mallows with 
their crumpled dusty leaves and 
chalices of fiery flowers vary- 
jjtg from vivid apricot to deep 
grenadine.
